WRIALS OF AN EXPLORER. 


Biekneess and Agony That Livingstone 
Endured In Afriés. 

Writing on David Livingstone, mis- 
Pionary and African explorer, Sir Har- 
ry BH. Jotnston says in the British 
Geographical) Journal; “During the 
winter or rainy season of 1868.9 Liv- 
ingstone was very ill. He had been 
wet times without number and suf- 
fered from terrible pains in the chest 
and pneumonia. He was often eeml- 
@elirious and subject to delusions, such 
as that the bark of the trees was cov- 
ered with figures and faces of men. 
He thought often of his children and 
friends, and his thoughts seemed al- 
most to conjure them up before bim. 
For the first time in his life he was 
being carried and could not raise bim- 
self to a sitting position. The Arabs 
were very kind to him in his extreme 
weakness, but the vertical sun, bils- 
tering any part of the skin exposed to 
it, tried him sorely In the day marches. 

“In July, 1870, his feet were almost

Stanley, 
by relieving him when he did, gave 
him at least two more years of life, 
a certain measure of happiness and the 
sweet consolation that he was not for- 
gotten and that the magnitude of his 
discoveries was appreciated.” 


DISEASED THOUGHT. 
When You Realize That Ils What Worry 
Is You Have It Mastered. 
Concentrated thought {is virtually tr- 
resistible. All the rast edifice of mod- 
ern sejence and industry is obviously 
the product of thought, much of It of 
our own time and observation. The 
birth of an idea {n the human mind is 
clearly the one and only dawn of em- 
pires and revolutions, of engines, phi- 

losophies, trade routes, clyilization. 

To class. worry under the head of 
thinking, /therefore, seems a glaring 
sacrilege. Yet worry is thought, for 
all that—diseased, impure, adulterated 
thought. It means an admixture of 
emotion, of the worst of all emotions— 
fear—into one’s thinking. Instead of 
concentrated, clear, serene thinking 
on the problem !n band, worry is 
thinking muddled black with fear. It 
fs about as helpful as clapping the 
brakes upon wheels toiling uphill. 

Yet all the world {s laboring under 
that Egyptian heaviness of the wheels, 
and almost every spirit is a spirit in 
the dark prison of fear. But once we 
grasp this truth clearly, once we con- 
vince ourselves that we can rid our 
thought of emotionalism, of fear, the 
day of our deliverance is at hand, And 
the substitution of encouraging, healthy 
thought, of new channels among the 
worn ruts, is a powerful aid. 

There may be failures and back- 
slidings, as is customary in all mortal 
effort und human endeavor. But fear 
is weakened like a choking thing, and 
more und more clear and unimpeded 
becomes our thinking, for we realize 
at last, once for all, that where think- 
ing cannot help us fear certainly will 


Peru's Ancient City Was on the Plan 
ef the Roman Camp. 

The ancient city of Cuzeo, when first 
viewed by European eyes, was, accord- 
Ing to the best authorities, a great and 
wealthy municipality of perhaps 200,- 
000 souls. How old it was at that tine 
Wwe lave seant means of knowing. 
Garcilasso would have us believe that 
there were only thirteen Incas in the 
royal family line from Manco Capac 
to Huayna Capac. Montesinos, on the 
other hand, assures us that the Incas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written history of the 
raco exists—only the records of the 
Juipus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole docnments 
and for which no archaeologist bas as 
Yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
stone. 

Cuzco's original plan was, singularly 
evough, that of the Roman camp, a 
quadrangle divided by two intersecting 
streets into quarters, with a gate on 
each face and towers at the angles. 

The Incas, like the citizens of the 
United States, had no more definite 
name fee the country than Tavan- 
tinsuya, the Expire of the Four Prov- 
inces. The four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of its governor. When 
thelr people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in their own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to their national costumes and 
the customs of their own province. 

The city today retains the same 


general plan, its two principal streets | 


being virtually the old main thorough- 
fares, Its two eastern quarters lie 
upon steep hillsides; the two western 
are ip the valley, where runs », little 
river, the Huatanay, spanned by 
bridges. 

The northeast quarter was the Pala- 
tine hill of this South American Rome 
and contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 
Roman emperors, built his own abode, 
scorning to live in that of his prede- 
cessor.—Scribner’s Magazine.

Career of the Wonderful 
Parisian Cathedral. 

Some account of the history and 
vicissitudes of Notre Dame appears in 
the London Strand Magazine.

Working Mice. 

To an ingenious Scotchman goes the 
credit of being tho first person to bar- 
ness @ movee and make him a money- 
earning factor, He was David Hutton, 
a native of Dunfermline, aud a epinner 
of thread. 

In 1812 he visited Perth and among 
the toys and trinkets manufactured by 
the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was running 
rapidly around, impelled by the gravity 
of g common house motee, 

Hutton purchased the houte, moure 
and wheel, took them home and set the 
tiny rodent to work, 

A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for its food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 362 miles, He kept 
two mice constantly engaged in the mak- 
ing of sewing thread for more than a 
year, 

The thread mill was £0 constructed 
that the mouse was able to twist, twine 
and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted. To perform this 
task it had to run 10% miles a day, 
which it did with perfect eare every other 
day, 

On the half-penny’s worth of oatmeal, 
whieh lasted for five weeks, one of there 
little mice made 8,850 threads 26 inches 
long, and as a penny was paid to women 
for every hank mede in the ordinary way, 
the mouse at that rate earned 18 cents 
every six weeks, 

Allowing for board and for machinery, 
there was e clear yearly profit from 
each mouse of $1.60. 

It was Mr, Hutton’s intention to ap- 
ply for the loan of the Dunfermline Ca- 
thedral, which was empty, where he 
planned to set up 10,000 mouse mills 
and etill leave room for the keepers and 
several hundreds of spectators; but this 
wonderful project was never carried out 
because of the inventor's sudden death.
